KNOW YOUR ¢ 
VW YOUR SOCCER

THE THROW-.-IN 
| Many irritating interruptions are caused by players throwing the ball in- 
correctly, and this is mainly because the throw-in rule is not understood or olavers 
have not taken the trouble to learn it. | Basal 10 ot ok 

It is somewhat of an anti-climax for a player to rush up to the touch line 
heave 1) the ball quickly in order io aoain an acdVantage for his teal ind then be 
blown up for a foul throw. Rememb: r that the fortunes of a game may easily 
Mieeok Cited ned 3 : ally their cuty to throw-in the ball, but all players 
should learn the rule, as any may be called upon to perform the duty. | 

Next time you take a throw-in remember to:— | 

(1) Face the field of play.—lf the continued line of your feet would cut 
the touch-line you are deemed to be facing the field of play. If that imaginary 
line runs parallel to, or away from, the touch-line you are not facing the field of 
play, no matter how you twist or contort your body. 

(2) Keep part of each foot either on or outside the touch-line when deliver- 
ing the ball.—You may raise your heels but make certain your toes are on or 
oulside the touch-line. You should adopt the good habit of throwing the ball 
from a position well outside the touch-line. , 

(3) Use both hands to throw.—Both hands must be placed firmly on the 
ball and the effort of throwing must come from both arms. A one-handed throw 
is wrong, even though the other hand may be touching or guiding the ball. 

(4) Deliver the ball from OVER your head.— Take the ball well over and 
behind your head before throwing it. Neglect of this simple precaution is a very 
common fault. 

Nothing very difficult about that, is there? Yet how many times during a 
natch does the whistle blow for a foul throw? I[here are a few more points 
altout the throw-in that players should know. The thrower must not touch the 
lall until it has been played or touched by a second player. If he does, an 
indirect free kick shall be awarded to the opposing team. A goal cannot be 
scored direct from a throw-in. If a player throws the ball directly into his 
opponents goal the referee should award a goal kick. It, however, the player 
throws the ball directly into his own goal, a corner kick should be awarded to the 
opposing team, | 

Finally, and this is rather important, leave the linesman or referee to decide 
which side ‘sc entitled to take the throw-in when the ball has gone into touch. 


The practice of claiming the throw-in is far too prevalent. It is quite unnecessary 


1 should be strongly discouraged. Some players have a habit of claiming 
» ball immediately if goes into touch, reqardless of their position at the time
